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Information regarding Edward Wright is very limited and that which is available has 
largely been provided by Arthur Raistrick.!_ A search of the records of the Society of 
Friends (Quakers), Records of the Prerogative Court of Canterbury, and Parish 
records have resulted in more information being found. 


Edward Wright was the son of Nathaniel and Dorothy Wright, he was baptised 2"4 
June 1664 at St Mary Guildford. Nathaniel married Dorothy Faircloath on 15" 
February 1646/7 at Holy Trinity, Minories, City of London. They had six children: John, 
Solomon, Nathaniel, Thomas, Edward and Charles. Dorothy Wright was buried 22"¢ 
March 1669, at St Mary, Guildford. 


Edward’s grandfather, Nathaniel Wright snr, married Jane on 13!" January 1676 at 
Holy Trinity, Guildford, Surrey. Unfortunately, the parish records do not give his wife’s 
surname. Nathaniel and Jane had three children: Catherine baptised 15'" December 
1678, at St Mary, Guildford, Sarah buried 21% July 1681, at St Mary, Guildford, and 
Sarah baptised 6" June 1683, at St Mary, Guildford. 


Edward Wright’s marriage records state that his father Nathaniel was a Scrivener, of 
Guildford, Surrey and was dead at the time of the marriage in 1685. A probable burial 
for Nathaniel Wright took place 2.7 December 1683, at St Mary, Guildford. The only 
possible burial of Jane Wright found is 22" May 1691, at St Peter & Paul, Limpsfield, 
Surrey. 


“Edward Wright of Southwark Glass Grinder, son of Nathaniel Wright of Guildford in 
Surrey, Scrivener deceased and Sarah Knight of Little Pritton, daughter of William 
Knight of ye Minorys Shoemaker deceased were married 17" September 1685 at the 
Quaker Meeting place Bull and Mouth, London.” 


Quaker burial records state that Edward Wright of London, Doctor of Physic died in 
the Parish of St James in Bath in the seventh month One Thousand seven Hundred & 
twenty eight & was buried at Bathford. The Probate of his Will (dated 7" October 
1728) gave his death as 21%' September 1728, at Bath, Somerset. 


Sarah Wright the wife of Edward Wright and living in the Parish of St Margaret, New 
Fish Street, London, died 19° November 1721, aged about 78 and was buried at 
Bunhillfield on 23'4 November 1721. 


Edward’s Will does not mention any children of his own and no record of any children 
has been found in the Quaker records. 


Edward’s Will gives considerable information regarding his family. Mentioned are: his 
brothers Nathaniel, Solomon, John, Thomas and Charles; a sister Catherine; Ann, 
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Joanna Goreing, & Thomas (children of his deceased brother Thomas); Sarah and 
Elizabeth (daughters of his brother John) and Edward (son of his brother Nathaniel) 
said to be in Maryland, America. 

There is also an un-named eldest son of his brother Charles, Mary Gray (daughter of 
his sister Catherine); a cousin John Gopsill and Edward Wright. 


The baptism of his brothers Nathaniel, Solomon, Thomas and John have not been 
found. His brother Charles was baptised 3 August 1666 at St Mary, Guildford, 
Surrey. The parish records of St Mary, Guildford give details of his sisters: Catherine 
was baptised 15'" December 1678 and his sister Sarah who was baptised in 1683. As 
Sarah was not mentioned in his will it may be assumed that Sarah died before 1728. 


Thomas Wright of the Parish of Capel, Yeoman, married Joan Bennett, daughter of 
Henry Bennet 17" April 1683 at Capel. There is a record of a possible death of Thomas 
at Capel, Surrey who was buried 22" June 1715, at Plaistow (Pleystowe), Surrey and 
a possible death of Joan Wright, widow, at Dorking Surrey, buried 18" March 1734 
also at Plaistow. Their son Thomas was born 7" October 1687 and died 13" April 
1729, aged 42 at Ratcliff, Middlesex. 


Quaker records give the marriage of Thomas’s two daughters: 

Joanna Wright daughter (born 21S May 1686) of Thomas Wright of Caple in Surrey, 
deceased, Yeoman, married William Goreing, of Chertsey in Surrey now of Dorking in 
the said county, butcher son of William Goreing of Chertsey, aforesaid, Butcher, 11" 
June 1722 at the Quaker Meeting, Dorking Surrey 

Ann Wright daughter of Thomas Wright of Capel, Surrey, married Andrew Russell of 
Horsham, Husbandman, 12th May 1704, at Caple, Surrey. 


Edward’s sister Catherine, living at New Fish Street, London, married Jonathan 
Newman of the parish of Gyl’s Cripplegate, a Linen Draper son of John Newman late 
of the parish of Aldgate, London, Baker, deceased, on 19'" December 1706 at Bull and 
Mouth, London, meeting. 

Catherine and Jonathan Newman had a daughter, Mary, born 6' January 1710 at 
Cripplegate, she married John Gray, a distiller 13 July 1727 at the Monthly meeting 
of Kingston, London, Middlesex. John Gray was the executor of Edward Wright’s Will. 


At the time of his marriage Edward Wright was a Glass Grinder, sometime between 
then and 1697 he became a ‘Doctor of Physic’, and Chemist. He is credited with 
inventing the reverberatory, by two sources. John Percy? quotes Christoph Andreas 
Schluter “This smelting- furnace in which lead ores in England are smelted with pit- 
coal, has been observed in the principality of Wales, in Flintshire. There are also the 
like in England at Bristol, in which copper ores are treated . Such a wind-furnace, 
without any blast and heated with pit-coal alone, was invented about 1698 by three 
ingenious persons, of whom one, of the name of Wright (sic. Wright), doctor of 
medicine and chemist, another a goldsmith, and the third an ingenious man, who 
applied much money and time to it .”4 
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Raistrick> suggests that the other two men were probably Richard Matthew, a 
Goldsmith, and John Haddon, Blacksmith and Anchor Maker. 


Edward Wright was a member of ‘Royal Mines Copper & other Works vested in Wm 
Monson Esq, William Thompson Esq, & John Linton Gent, Trustees’. There is not a 
lot known about this company but a Minute Book exists for the period 30° November 
1697 up to the 8'" August 1704.® It is obvious from this book that the company had 
been in existence for some time. Bevan-Evans’ suggests that it was formed by a 
Charter granted by William Ill, 10" April 1694, he basis this on Maitland’s ‘History of 
London’® which refers to the “Governor and Company of Copper Miners of the 
Principality of Wales” saying that their office was in Philpot Lane, London at the time 
of his writing (his work was published in 1756) and the Royal Mines Copper Company 


ceased to exist in 1705 when it amalgamated with the Governor and Company for 
Smelting down Lead with Pit Coal and Sea Coal (from now referred to as the London 
Lead Company, LLC). Arthur Raistrick suggests that it may have begun about 1692,° 
searches of the National Archives have not yielded any further information. 


The Royal Mines Copper minutes of 30° November 1697'° give: 


Committee meeting at Vernons Coffee House 


Present 

Doctor Edward Wright Cha Mr Thomas Cooper 
Peter de Lannoy Esq Mr Samuel Davis 

Mr Richard Matthews Capt William Thompson 


Advertisement to be placed the Royal Exchange of a General Meeting: 

2™ December 1697 

This is to give notice that a General Court of the Proprietors of the Royal Mines Copper 
& other Works vested in Wm Monson Esq, William Thompson Esq, & John Linton 
Gent, Trustees will be held on Wednesday the 8" instant December at 9 o’clock in the 
forenoon at Vernon’s Coffee House in Bartholomew Lane near the Royal Exchange. 
Signed your humble servant E Floyd 

P.S. It being Extraordinary business, tis desired there may be a full appearance of the 
members, that everyone may have the opportunity to consult and act for his own 
interest, least anyone should dislike what is done in their absence. 


It is misleading to think from this that Edward Wright was Chairman of the Company. 
The role of chairman at committee meetings changed depending on who was present. 
The next 2 meetings were chaired by Capt Wm Thompson one of the Trustees & 
committee member, the following meeting was chaired by Peter de Lannoy, who was 
the company treasurer, and Dr Edward Wright was present at all 3 meetings. The only 
person at this time who always chaired the meeting if present was William Monson 
Esq, a Trustee and chairman of the Company. 
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In April 1698 the Committee consisted of William Monson as Company chairman, 
Peter de Lannoy as treasurer and committee members Mr John Haddon, Dr Charles 
Marshall, Mr Richard Matthews, Dr Edward Wright, Mr Thomas Cooper, Cap Wm 
Thompson, Mr Isaac Ashley, Mr Cornelius Mason, and Mr Nathaniel Matson. In June 
1698 Peter de Lannoy stepped down as treasurer, due to his other affairs preventing 
him from carrying on the role and Dr Edward Wright was appointed in his place. He 
continued in this role until the amalgamation with the LLC in 1705. He was a very 
active member of this company, undertaking various tasks on their behalf as well as 
visiting their mines and works in Wales. 


The minutes of the Royal Mines Copper dated 8'" August 1704"! state that William 
Monson Egq (later to be Sir Wm Monson, 4th Baronet of Broxbourne, Hertfordshire) 
had relinquished his trusteeship of the Royal Mines Copper. Dr Wright was asked to 
“treat with John Linton to get him likewise to relinquish his trust” the 3 Trustee Capt. 
William Thompson the 3 trustees, death had been reported to the Company in March 
1703. The minutes do not record who replaced these trustees, but in a LLC minute of 
7" July 1705, state that Richard Matthew Factor, Edward Wright Chemist, & John 
Haddon Blacksmith were the present Trustees of & for the said mines Stock & works 
of the Royal Mines Copper. 


Edward Wright was also a member of the Ryton Company, who had a smelter on the 
south bank of the River Tyne near the village of Ryton, county Durham. The minutes 
of the LLC of 10" February 1704/5 describe the revival of the LLC agreeing to buy the 
shares in the old company for 2s from those who wished to sell them. At a meeting 
held 13" March 1705, at Vernon’s Coffee House it was decided to take over the assets 
of the Royal Mines Copper, “That it is the opinion of this Committee that every of the 
members of this Corporation who shall on or before the twenty fourth day of July next 
transfer or cause to be transferred unto this Corporation in their Politick Capacity one 
or more share or shares in the stock & profits of the said Royal Mines Copper and 
other Works vested in the said Richard Matthew and others Trustees, the same shall 
be accepted & taken in lieu & full payment & satisfaction for the said fifty pounds per 
share to be advanced on the like number of shares in the Stock of this Corporation.” 
The stock of the Royal Mines Copper consisted of seven hundred shares of which Dr 
Edward Wright had 31". 


The committee of the LLC at this time was Samuel Davis, Governor, Enoch Floyd, 
Deputy Governor, Assistants, Richard Matthew, Cornelius Mason, Dr Edward Wright, 
Thomas Cooper, John Haddon, Peter de Lannoy, John Haddon, Thomas Kirby, Jacob 
Franklin, and Urban Hall. Edward Wright was appointed as treasurer 23 June 1705, 
“The Court took into consideration the nominating & appointing a treasurer to this 
Company and it was: — Resolved and agreed. That Dr Wright be and he is hereby 
appointed and declared to be the treasurer to their Corporation, which he accepted 
accordingly.” Edward Wright held this post until his resignation by letter dated 22" 
January 1727/8, after which he was replaced by James Creed. 
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On the 22"4 May 1705 it was decided to take over the Ryton Company. The minutes 
of the LLC, 26'" June 1705 show that Dr Edward Wright had 4 shares in the Ryton 
Company (out of a total of the 40 shares that made up the Ryton Company stock). 
Edward Wright took a very active part in the LLC, regularly being part of the group that 
undertook visits to Wales and the Northern works and mines, in Derbyshire, Durham, 
Northumberland and Scotland. The minutes of 23 January 1727/8 show that Dr 
Edward Wright had been paid a salary of £100 per annum for carrying out the role of 
treasurer. Edward Wright’s efforts were rewarded by the Court in other ways as the 
minutes of 24'" May 1720 show’: 

“Present, Urban Hall Esq., Governor, Enoch Floyd, Deputy Governor, Dr Edward 
Wright, John Haddon, William Smith, Benjamin Hopkins, Edward Leeds, Arthur 
Woolley 

“The Court took into consideration the proposition made by Dr Wright for his past 
services to the Company as Treasurer for about fifteen years and some years in the 
Copper society in all near twenty years. For which time all receipts & payments have 
been made by him, all the sales of lead and importing of Bullion in to the Mint and 
receiving out all coin, all which has amounted to a very great sum besides all the other 
services by him done and great pains taken to the great benefit of the members of the 
Company, as is well known to most of them for which at a very small commission or 
salary a great sum would accrue to him than what he has proposed Viz thirty of the 
Company’s shares & therefore it was resolved. 

“Resolved. That Dr Wright have immediate credit for thirty of the Company’s reserve 
shares.” 


This reward was to cause problems for the members of the Court present and the 
executors of Edward Wrights Will. 


In 1730 the company was in financial difficulty and at a meeting held 17" April 17301: 
“It appearing to this Court that the Company’s books of Accounts have not been 
regularly kept it was agreed that an accountant should be employed to put the same 
in order. And one Mr William Pardon being proposed to this Court for that purpose.” 


It also became apparent that the previous Court had been misusing funds and it was 
decided to pursue a claim against the previous Court members in Chancery. 


The claim in Chancery is dated 1st June 173915 


The result of this claim is recorded in the minutes of 12" June 1739'°: 

“Whereas heresofore that is to Say in or about the Term of the Holy Trinity which was 
in the year of our Lord 1732 the Governors of the Company for Smelting down Lead 
with Pitt Coal & Sea Coal Complainants exhibited their Bill of Complaint into this Right 
Honourable Court of Chancery against Arthur Woolley Esquire, William Smith, Samuel 
Beachcroft Esquire, James Creed Esquire, Edward Leeds the younger Esquire, John 
Hall, Joseph Hall, George Peck, John Gray, Sarah Hopkins, Elizabeth Estaugh, James 
Allen and John Tatnall as Defendants.” 


The charges being: “...by omitting to summon members to the general Counts and the 
other Assistants to the Committees and otherwise concealed their transactions from 
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the other Members of the said Company and in the breach of the trust they had taken 
upon themselves by various artifices defrauded the said Company of many thousand 
pounds and particularly in the year 1720 when the Complainants had a joint stock of 
1,270 shares, 1,200 of which were the property of particular Members of the said 
Company and 70 shares, the residue, were reserved for the benefit of the said 
Company in general and not distributed to any particular members thereof and that a 
Court held by them the 24" day of May which was in the said year 1720, Edward 
Wright the Treasurer of the said Company and who had a salary of £100 per annum 
besides the profits arising from his being one of the Assistants, proposed that 30 of 
the 70 shares should be give him as a recompense for his services to the said 
Company which was agreed to and the Secretary was ordered to place them to his 
account which was done without the consent of a General Court though such shares 
were worth upwards of £2400.” 


There were further charges relating to the distribution of the 40 remaining shares, the 
increasing of the number of shares of the Company, and subsequent sales and 
purchases of these shares. A further complaint was “... that the said Governor Deputy 
Governor & Assistants in the said year 1720 dealt largely in shares of other Companies 
on their own account particularly in the South Sea Stock and subscriptions and in 
London Assurance Stock and when any again proved disadvantageous they placed 
the same to the Company’s account though they never had leave from any General 
Court to engage in any dealings of that sort ...” 


The judgement of the Court of Chancery was: 

“His Lordship Declared that the allowance sum of Twelve thousand and Seventeen 
pounds ten Shillings made by the Court of Assistants on the 25" of July 1721 to Doctor 
Wright the then Treasurer of the Company on account of South Sea stock and South 
Sea subscriptions pretended to have been bought in the months of August, September 
and October 1720 and of the payment on such subscriptions and also the allowance 
of the sum of £541 made by the Court on the 27" of March 1722 on account of a 
difference arising on a contract for £2,000 London Assurance stock pretended to have 
been made with Joseph Willis in August 1720 were unwarrantably and wrongfully 
made by the said Court of Assistants and that the said two sums of £12,017 10s and 
£1,531 were fraudulently charged on the plaintiffs the Company in breach of the duty 
and trust reposed in the said Court of Assistants and the Treasurer and that the 
Defendant Gray the Executor of the said Doctor Wright and such of the Governor, 
Deputy Governor and Assistants as were present at the said respective Courts of 
Assistants and did not dissent from the orders for making such allowance ought to 
make satisfaction for the sums to the plaintiffs the Company in manner herein 
mentioned. ...” 

“Ordered Adjudged and Decreed that the said Defendant Gray as Executor of the said 
Doctor Wright to stand charged with the said sums of £12,017 10s and £1,531 and 
that he have an allowance thereout for such money as has arisen by any subsequent 
sale or sales of the said stock & subscription or any of them as came to the use of 
benefit of the Plaintiffs the Company and that the same be deducted out of the said 
sums of £12,017 10s and £1,531. ...” 

“...In case the assets of the said Doctor Wright shall not be sufficient to answer the 
cost to this time over & above the said plaintiff's demands then his Lordship doth 
reserve the consideration of the said costs or of such part thereof as shall not be 


answered out of the assets of the said Doctor Wright between the plaintiffs and the 
other Defendants.” 


The Company minutes of 12" June 1739 record:'” 


“The secretary reported that on the 28" and 30" days of May last past and the first 
day of this instant June the cause depending in the Court of Chancery between this 
Company and John Hall and Joseph Hall Executors of Urban Hall Deceased (formerly 
governor) George Pick Executor of Enoch Floyd Deceased (Deputy Governor) John 
Gray Executor of Edward Wright Deceased (Assistant and Treasurer) John Tatnall & 
Edward Leeds Junior Executors of Edward Leeds Senior Deceased (Assistant) Arthur 
Woolley (Assistant) Sarah Hopkins Executrix of John Haddon & Bery Hopkins both 
Deceased (Assistants) William Smith (Assistant) Matthew Beachcroft & Robert 
Beachcroft Executors of Samuel Beachcroft Deceased (Assistant) James Creed & 
Edward Leeds Junior (Assistants) and James Allen Executor of John Toms Deceased 
(Assistant of this Company) was heard before the Lord Chancellor and on the last of 
those days a Decree was pronounced in favour of this Company.” 


The amount that was found to be owing to the Company allowing for money the 
Company made out of the sales of stock &c., was £10,207 3s 514d. This money was 
paid in 2 parts as recorded in the receipt given by the Company dated 29'" September 
1741:18 


“Received then of the Defendants, James Creed, Edward Leeds, William Smith and 
Arthur Woolley the sum of £4,400 which said sum is accepted and taken by the said 
plaintiffs in Lieu and satisfaction of the sum of £4,461 11s 9d being the Assets of the 
said Doctor Edward Wright, certified by the Report of Master Bebbet made in the 
above cause dated the 2nd March last to be remaining in the hands of the said John 
Gray his Executor, and for which the said John Gray is in the first place answerable to 
the said Plaintiffs; which said sum of £4,400 together with the sum of £5,745 11s 81/4d 
before paid to the said Governor and Company by the said James Creed, Edward 
Leeds, William Smith and Arthur Woolley on the 27th August last, and also the sum of 
£61 11s 9d agreed to be abated in consideration of the said £4,400 being now paid by 
the Defendants Creed, Leeds, Smith & Woolley to the said Governor and Company, 
make the whole sum of £10,207 3s 5'4d certified by the said Masters report in the 
above Cause to be due to the plaintiffs; But the same is so received by the said 
Plaintiffs without prejudice to and exclusive of the Plaintiffs costs of Suit recovered in 
the said cause which remain to be Taxed by the said Master, and are still to be paid 
to the Plaintiff by the several defendants in the above Cause, (Excepting only the said 
Defendant Gray). ...” 


This is the final mention of the affairs of Dr Edward Wright in the Company minutes 
and is a sad end to what appeared to be an exceptional life’s work, the evidence 
provided by the Royal Mines Copper minutes and the minute books of the London 
Lead Company show him to have been a talented, trusted and highly respected man, 
who achieved much in his lifetime. It would have been very interesting to have been 
able to hear his version of events rather than having to rely on the testimony of others 
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and it should be remembered that he was not the only member of the company 
implicated in the court case.

| give also to my cousin Thomas Wright one note of his hand for one hundred pounds 
and one hundred and fifty pounds besides. | likewise give also to my cousin Edward 
Wright son of my brother Nathaniel in Maryland two hundred pounds. Also to my 
Cousin Harison Wright son of my brother Solomon and the Eldest son of my brother 
Charles Wright as shall be living at my decease one hundred pounds each. Item | 
give and bequeath to my Cousin John Gopsill and my loving friend Matthew Beachcroft 
One thousand pounds in Trust that is to be laid out in one of the public funds of 
annuities of either three or four per cent that the principal may be secured in their joint 
names and the produce or interest of to be paid my sister Catherine Newman for her 
own sole and separate use during her life and if her present husband survive her 
twenty pounds per annum during his life and the whole after her and his decease to 
my Cousin Mary Gray daughter of the said Catherine Newman if she survive her father 
and mother and if not to her children share and share alike but if but if one child then 
to be equally divided between John Gray and that one child of Mary his wife and the 
children of my brother Thomas then alive if my Cousin Mary Gray leave no child then 
to be divided between John Gray her husband and the children of my brother Thomas 
the alive and in case neither John Gray nor any child of his wife Mary Newman _ be 
alive then to the children of my brother Thomas only. 
If one Trustee now named the parties most immediately interested to name another. 
After the annuities are all paid and satisfied then | give and bequeath the estate at 
Tetherton aforesaid to my Cousin Mary Gray and her heirs to her own separate and 
sole use for her life and to her heirs forever.

and her daughter Mary Gray my plate linen and household goods share and share 
alike and lastly | give all the rest and residue of my Estates all and personal whatsoever 
or wheresoever to my cousin Mary Gray and | appoint her husband John Gray sole 
Executor here of and here to and do hereby make void any will all other wills or writing 
porting to be my will and declare and publish this as my only last will and testament 
desiring it may be so declared and adjudged notwithstanding any deficiency or default 
there may be in the forms. Edward Wright 


The interlineations are my will therefore well they should stand and be in force as with 
as any part of this. And as | have ordered but one thousand pounds to be laid out for 
my sister my will is that she shall have the rest of the yearly produce of the land at 
Tertherton after my brother has received his twenty pounds per annum during her life 
and if my brother dye before her | would have and my mind is that she have and 
receive the ten pounds per annum that they raised and if his wife dye also before my 
sister then for my sister then for my sister forever all the rent of the land of Tetherton 
during her life. Edward Wright 11th July 1728. 


John Newman, a Baker married Elizabeth Ryly 30" January 1671, at Devonshire 
House Meeting. 

Children of John and Elizabeth Newman: 

1. Elizabeth born 8" December 1673, married Thomas Walker, Weaver of Spittlefields 
4" October 1699. 

2. Mary born 6" July 1675 at Houndsditch married John Gopsill, Blacksmith 29" 
August 1700 at the Quaker Meeting, at Devonshire House, London. 

3. Jonathan born 9'" December 1676 at Houndsditch, died 23'¢ January 1741 aged 63 
years, buried at Longlane, Southwark. 

John Newman Baker of Hounsditch London aged about 66, died 30" July 1696 
Elizabeth Newman died 24" February 1714 aged about 78. 


“The Broad was a milled gold English coin worth 20 shillings issued by the 
Commonwealth of England in 1656. The obverse of the coin depicts the Lord Protector 
Oliver Cromwell as a laureated Roman emperor, with the inscription OLIVAR D G R P 
ANG SCO HIB &c PRO — Oliver, by the Grace of God, of the Republic of England, 
Scotland, Ireland etc., Protector, while the reverse shows a crowned shield depicting 
the arms of the Commonwealth with the inscription PAX QVAERITVR BELLO 1656 -- 
Peace is sought through war.
